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a Foreign Invaſion has Eclipsd the Glory of this Days Tri- 
umphz yet ſince the Mayoralty has fallen in the Firſt of Com- 
panics, and in the time of ſo Eminent a Patriot, I think my 
ſelf in duty bound, to Publiſh this ſhort Deſcription, that what it 
wants in the Pageantry, may be ſupplied by a Panegyrick, to perpe- 
tuate the Occurrences of ſo remarkable a Jubilee. The Right Wor- 
ſhipful the Company of Mercers, ( who have the Honour and Charge - 
of this Day's Entertainment ) are the firſt in Order and Place, - having 
the Priority of all other Companies of Landon. They were Eſta- 
bliſhed to be a Company, and to purchaſe Lands in the 17th Year of 
the Reign of Richard the II, 1393. | eMercers Hall, famous for the 
Magnificence of its Structure, 15 the Seat of their Publick Aſſemblies; 
where are likewiſe ſeveral ſpacious Rooms and Apartments, for their 
private Courts, Committees, and Conſultations. This was formerly 
an Hoſpital, Founded by Sir Thomas of Acon 5 Militia Hoſpitalir, ſaith 
the Record of Edward the If, Founded by Thorras Fitz, Theobeld, in 
the Reign of Henry theTI. It was purchaſed by the Merrers, in the 
Reign of King Hezry the VIII, by the Famons Sir Thom.cs Greſham. 
The Chappel was Founded by that Eminent Patron and Benetactor, 
Sir Jobn Allen, who lies there Intombd. | | 
This particular Record I thought nece{{ary to make, that the want 
of a Shew might not Derrogate from the Grandeur of fo Antient'and

Divers other Penſioners inveſted with Red Gowns with 
Sleeves, and flat white Caps, each of them cairying a Favelin in 
one Hand, and a Target in his other ; wherein is painted the 
Arms of *Kich. II. the firſt Founder, and Sir Thom Greſpam, the 
firſt BenefaQor of the Company. 

XV. As an Addition to this Solemnity, and to ſupply the defe& of 
the Pageants, is added the Artillery Company in the Rear, led 
up by that Eminent and Worthy Citizen, Sir John Moor. 


Fhe Order of their March. 


Y Bake Foot Marſhals,. with an- Aſſiſtant appointed for that pur-, 
. poſe, rank them out two by two, beginning with the Penlio- 
ners in Gowns ; and in the Front of them placeth the Companies 
Enfigns, four Drums. and-one Fife. 

fn the Rear of theſe fall in the ſeveral other Penſioners in Coats, 
bearing ſeveral Banners and Standards ; after them the Arms of the 
Krght Worſhipful the Company of Mercers, which 1s the Maider- 
Head, with this Motto, HONOR DEO; which 1s alſo inſerted in- 
the other Banners, Standards, and Streamers, appertaining to the 
Company ; whereof this, as the Largeſt, is attended with fix Gen- 
tlemen Uſhers ; and after them follow the Batchelors, wha conclude 
this Diviſion. 

In the Rear of thoſe fall ſix Trumyets.; aftcr-them two Gentlemen 
bearing two Banners, the one of the City's, the other of the Com- 
panies ; after them follow two Gentlemen Ulhers, aud after them-, 
the Foyne Batchelors, who conclude this Divition. 

In the Rear of them, fall others of th: City Trumpets, after them two 
Gertl-m:n, bearing the Banners of the City, and the Lord Mayor. After 


tioſe follow twelve Gentlemen Uſhers, Equipped and appointed-as bz ore3 and: 


aitcr them the Court of Alliitants, who puts a pericd to that Diviuon. 
In 
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In the Rear of them ſollow the Sergeant-Trumpet, with ſixteen other of 
the King's Trumpets, and Kettle-Drums ; after them three other Gentlemen 
b:aring the King's, the Lord Mayor's, and St. George his Banner, attended 
by fourteen Pages: And after them the Maſter and Wardens, who Termi- 
nate the firſt and chiefeſt Diviſion, ; 

Being Placed in this Order, 

They march from the Place of Meeting to Grocers-Hall, till ſuch time as his 
Lordſhip, with tho Sheriffs, and his Brethren the Aldermen, are mounted. 

Which being done, the whole Body march rowards Guild-Hal ; where the 
Lord Mayor Ele, with his new.Equipage, joyns with the other Companies, 
marching in great Order and Decency through Kingſtreet and Cheapſide, down 
to the Three Crane-Wharf ;, where the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and their At- 
tendants take Barge z the whole Company of Mercers do likewiſe Embarque, 
with the reſt of the Companies, as many as have Conveniencies; ſome of-their 
Barges being at preſent imployed in his Majeſty's Service, 

His Lordihip,the Aldermen,and the Right Worſhipful the Company of 47er- 
cers, with ſuch other Companies as- haye the Conveniencies of their Barges, 
Landing at Weſtminſter, have a Lane made them from Kings- Bride, from which 
they paſs through Weſtminſter. Hall ; where having taken the Accuſtomed 
Oaths before the Lords and Barons of the Exchequer, they Return to their 
Barges z where a Lane made as before, to the Water-ſide, they go back by 
Water ; being often Saluted by their Majeſttes from White. Hall, both going 
and coming, with ſeveral Shots and Salutations from the Pleaſure-Boats; who 
for that purpoſe are-all the way playing upon the River. 

Ais Lordſhip, with the Companies attending him, Landing at Black-Friars, 
are welcomed there with three Volleys by the famous Artillery Company, all 
Adorned in their Martial Ornaments, in Buff, and ſhining Head-Pieces of 
Maſly Silver. From Black. Friars they March before the Lord Mayor and Al- 
dermen, in the ſame State, Order, and Decency, as before, through Cheapſide to 
Guild- Hall ; where his Lordſhip is Received by the Ld. Chanceltor, Ld. Cham- 
berlain, and Principal Officers of His Majeſty's Houſhold ; The Principal 
Secretarics, the Prelident, and moſt Eminent Lords of the Conncil ; all Am- 
baſſadors and Miniſters of State, both Foreign and Domeſtick ; all the Learne 
ed ]udzes, and Principal Officers both of Court and City, who all Diae that 
Day in Gmild-Hall : His Majeſty having Himſelf promiſed to Confer that Ho- 
nour upon his Lordſhip, if the preſent Jun&ture, and his. Care for the Pub- 
lick, do not otherwiſe Ditert him. 

This Anniverſary Feſtival, is, for the Magnificence of their Entertainment, 
the greateſt that has been ever ſeen in any Nation : All the time of Dinner, 
the Hall Echoing with Huz+.4's, and Healths to His Majeſty, who Returns the 
ſame to his Lordſhip ; wiſhing him Succeſs and Happireſs in the Diſcharge of 
his Truſt, for the Year enſuing.
